Twice a year BART holds a “Lost and Found Auction” to sell * 


the hundreds of belongings left on trains and in stations. The 
November auction of more than 600 items resulted in total bids of 
$5,320. The auctions are open to the public and BART 
employees. 

When items are turned in to BART's Lost and Found Office at 
12th Street Station an attempt is made to contact the item's 
owner, if possible. Items remain in the office for 90 days, after 
which they are transported to storage where they are kept until 
the auction is held. 

Al Verduzco of BART's Purchasing Department, who has 
presided as auctioneer for the past five years, says he's seen 
some great bargains, especially when it comes to jewelry, 
cameras and watches. “You have to know what to look for, but 
I've seen nearly new Seiko watches go for as little as $75 and 
expensive looking jewelry sold for a fraction of what it probably 
cost,” Verduzco said. 
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The jewelry is sold as “white metal” or “yellow metal” 
because it would be too costly to have the pieces verified as 
being silver or gold by a professional jeweler, Verduzco said. 

In addition to the jewelry, the auction 
items usually include numerous bicycles, 
briefcases, handbags, books, toys, and 
clothing.

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C-CAR ARRIVES AT HAYWARD TEST TRACK

the first of the new cars will go into service—on a limited basis to begin with— sometime before the end of December. The C-Car is a key part 


of BART’s capacity expansion program.

Four BART A-Cars racked up more than 
a million miles of service in recent weeks 
and, based on BART's maintenance and 
upgrading program, should be able to easily 
provide another million miles. 

The first car to reach the million mile 
mark, according to George Mackin of main- 
tenance support, was No. 122, which 
achieved its ‘‘millionaire’’ status on June 
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19. Next came A-Car No. 238 on August 28, 
then A-Car No. 232 on September 12, and 
more recently, A-Car No. 201 on October 
2: 

Since reaching the million mark, the 
three A-Cars together have logged an addi- 
tional 56,777 miles. 

“They should all four reach a second 
million miles,” Mackin says, “because 


they've all been well maintained. Their in- 
teriors are completely different from when 
they were first in service and they've all 
been fire-hardened.” 

The four cars are also scheduled, along 
with all other A-Cars, for the installation of 
BART's new automatic train control 
system, which will extend their life even 
further. bx
